Senator Lodge Says Allies Will 


Fight Till Their Object is 


Accomplished.

Nitric Acid Spilled on Floor of Station 


in Jersey Sends Off Fumes. 


JERSEY CITY, Sept. 24.—Ten gal- 


lons of nitric acid, spilled from a car- 
boy to the floor of the Erie railroad 
station during the commuters' '' rush 
hour today, gave oil 
fumes 
which 


choked scores . of persons to uncon- 
sciousness, made hundreds ili, stopped 
traffic on the Hudson" tunnels for an 
hour, and packed the station with 
thousands who verged on panic until 
a. strong- force of police quieted iheni. 
Two or three persons collapsed imme- 
diately, but in most cases of uncon- 
sciousness the poison acte^ as a slow 
agent, ffn some cases women were 
stricken on ferry-tooats half an hour 
after they had inhaled the fumes. In 
perhaps 40 instances, 
persons 
into 


whose lungs the fumes rrad been in- 
haled for several minutes suddenly fell 
unconscious. 


•Four men and women on board fer- 


ry-boats, on which were packed hun- 
dreds of hysterical passengers, to all 
appearances became as dead. Their 
heart beats were no longer audible.
